my way, if you want to keep your job," (UHLIG says he worked for NATHiARN in 
the Propaganda Ministry after he lost his arm in VAT II. ) He disregarded 
NAUMANW. UHLIG alleged NAUMANIJ then influenced the owners to fire him. 


3, Soldaten Zeitung , according to UHLIG, is published by SCHILDVERLAG 
— whose owners (four) have long Nazi records and were active in HIAG. 
pintG notes that the Soldaten Zeitung was losing circulation because of its 
✓Strong pro— West attitude, and that since he left in April the tone of the 
paper has changed. . .now being less friendly and less outspokenly pro-EDC 
and VTest.
